NEW YORK — A number of 
Jewish fraternal organizations an- 
nounced this week that they were 
severing their affiliation with the 
American Jewish Committee as a 
result of the Committee’s with- 
drawal from the American Jewish 
Conference. They include the In- 
dependent Order Brith Abraham 
and the Free Sons of Israel. The 
Order Sons of Zion adopted a reso- 
lution criticizing the American 
Jewish Committee. 

The Minneapolis Federation of 
Jewish Service announced that it 
has voted to withdraw its represen- 
tation from the American Jewish 
Committee “in protest against its 
action in withdrawine from the 
American Jewish Conference.”

A pioneer in banking and real 
estate development in the Twin 
Cities, Friedman had lived there 
55 years. He was born Oct. 9, 1880, 
in Chicago and came to East Chi- 
cago in 1888. 


Active in social and political af- 
fairs in the city and state, Fried- 
man was a candidate for lieutenant 
governor in 1919 and later served 
as a Lake County councilman for 
four years. He was president of 


the East Chicago Chamber of 
Commerce and of the building 
board of the Elks’ temple. A past 


president of the B’nai B’rith lodge 
in the Twin cities, he also was a 
natonal director of the organiza- 
tion and served as president of the 
Indiana-Kentucky association dur- 
ing the 1939-40 club year. As a 
member of the building board, he 
took an active part in the building 
of the Beth Sholem congregation 
temple. 


He is survived by his widow, 
Mayme; two sons, Bernard R. of 
East Chicago, and Max M. of Des 
Moines, Iowa; two brothers, Sam 
and Joseph, both of East Chicago; 
three sisters, Mrs. Adah Lazer, 
Mrs. Anna Feltman and Mrs. Etta 
Rockman, all of Chicago. A son, 
Casil I., a Twin City attorney, died 
several years ago.

Sign Statement 
Censuring Morgenstern

BOSTON — With two Indiana 
rabbis signatories, forty-five 
reform rabbis from all parts of 
the country, all alumni of Hebrew 
Union College, this week issued a 
joint statement deploring the views 


on Zionism and Palestine recently 
expressed by Dr. Julian Morgen- 
stern, president of the Cincinnati 
seminary.

“We believe,” the statement 
says, “that Palestine as a Jewish 
Commonwealth is a_ constructive 
solution. It is for this reason that 
we profoundly disagree with the 
reported views of Dr. Morgenstern, 
both on the necessity of Palestine 
and the nature of Zionism. We 
reject his view that Palestine will 
not be the most important and in- 
valuable factor in the rehabilita- 
tion of the Jewish people. We 
likewise reject the idea that Jewish 
nationalism is in any way ‘practi- 
cally identical with Nazi and Fas- 
cist theory.’ . It is untrue and un- 
fair so to characterize a move- 
ment which enjoys the loyalty of 
so many alumni-—of -the-Hebrew 
Union College, and in which they 
see great spiritual significance. The 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis in its convention this past 
June passed a resolution which de- 
clared that Zionism and reform 
Judaism are not incompatible, a 
resolution which Dr, Morgenstern 
himself supported.” 


The two Indiana rabbis signing 
the statement were Rabbi Garry J. 
August, of Gary and Rabbi Fred- 
erick Doppelt of Fort Wayne.

of the White Paper, which bars 
Jewish immigration into Palestine 
next April, in a message to a meet- 
ing of New York Jewish leaders 
marking the 26th anniversary of 
the Balfour Declaration. 





“The policy of the White Paper 
mirrors the era of appeasement 
which gave it birth, and, as that 
philosophy has been discredited, so 
must the White Paper be abro- 
gated,” Mr, Willkie wrote. 


“The extent of Jewish immigra- 
tion to Palestine must be measured 
by the needs of the Jewish people 
and by their ability to develop 
their homeland in accordance with 
the international covenant made 
with them... 


“Tt will be a shameful blot on 
the conscience of mankind if this 
promise is extinguished.” 

The meeting adopted a resolu- 
tion addressing an appeal to Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt “that 
all appropriate action be taken to 
ensure the withdrawal in its en; 
tirety” of the Palestine White 
Paper “with its unjustifiable re- 
strictions on immigration and land 
settlement.”

Argentine May Deprive 
Jews of Citizenship 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 


MONTEVIDEO, ~Uruguay—Fol- 
lowing the order closing down 
Jewish relief and social organiza- 
tions in Argentina, the Ramirez 
government is reported this week 
to have embarked on a policy of 
depriving naturalized Jews of their 
citizenship in preparation for ex- 
pelling them from the country as 
“aliens.” 

This report was brought here 
by Jews who fled from Argentina 
as a result of the increased anti- 
Jewish attacks there, declaring 
that life has become very di ficult 
for Jews in Argentina during the 
last few weeks. 

The arrivals quoted Buenos Aires 
newspapers as_ reporting that 
among the prominent Jews whom 
the Argentine government intends 
to deprive of citizenship is Alberto 
Gerchunoff, prominent Argentinian 
political writer who recently spent 
several months in the United 
States as the guest of the State 
Department. The Argentine news- 
papers indicate that Gerchunoff 
will be expelled as an “alien” be- 
cause he was one of the 150 signa- 
tories to &n appeal asking the 
present government to break rela- 
tions with Germany. Mr. Gerchun- 
off was born in’ Russia and was 
brought to Argentina as an in- 
fant. 

Many of the denaturalized Jews 
have already been deported rom 
Argentina, the Jewish refugees 
arriving here stated. The increased 
anti-Jewish measures of the gev- 
ernment were initiated immedi- 
ately after a group of Jewish 
leaders in Buenos Aires were sum- 
moned to the Ministry of Interior 

and asked to sign a statement 
they were not being persecuted.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

The state news in last week’s 
paper was such a complete vindica- 
tion of The Post’s news policy that 
I cannot help but make comment 
on it. In so many cases the news 
from Terre Haute or Hammond or 
Evansville, just to name three of 
the fourteen communities in which 
The Post maintains correspondents, 
is of interest solely to the Jewish 
communities of those towns. But 
ever so often the news is of state- 
wide interest, and last week’s edi- 
tion, it seems, was a_ bonanza. 
Heading the news was the story of 
Rabbi A. J. Feinberg’s mishap in 
which he lost three fingers in an 
accident at the war plant where he 
was employed. Then there was the 
announcement of Rabbi Maurice 
Parzen’s surprise marriage. Other 
stories told of the burning of the 
mortgage at Fort Wayne’s B’nai 
Jacob Congregation and the honor- 
ing of Rabbi Weingart. Then there 
were the usual number of births, 
marriages and deaths. 


It is this type of coverage which 
has made a niche for The Post in 
Indiana Jewish life. The paper 
serves to tie together the Jewish 
communities of Indiana, and as 
never before Indiana Jewry is an 
entity. As one rabbi put it: “The 
Post is the unifying link in the 
scattered chain of Indiana Jewish 
communal life.” 


I can’t leave the subject without 
calling attention to the remarkable 
loyalty of these correspondents of 
the paper. I am amazed by the !ove 
and interest they display in the 
paper, and often I am taken aback 
by their devotion to their job which 
makes them do so many things far 
beyond what could be expected 
for the 10 cents an inch we pay 
them. 


So The Post is beginning to de- 
velop a personality of its own, and 
this is the first sign of a paper’s 
maturity, and it is a source of 
much satisfaction to me. The Post’s 
editorials can be quoted far and 
wide, and The Post can be praised 
highly by rabbis and lay leaders 
in all parts of the country, but in 
the last analysis The Post is an 
Indianapolis and Indiana paper and 
that is where it must do its job, if 
it is to call itself successful. 


It’s hard to beat a newspaper 
that carries the news, for that is 
the commodity it sells. The edi- 
torials can be weak and vapory or 
non existent, and the make-up can 
be atrocious, but if somewhere in

pAet WEEK The Jewish News of Detroit, 

edited by able Phil Slomovitz carried on op- 
posite pages, political ads from the two mayor- 
alty candidates, each ashibing to the other, more 
or less openly, anti-Semitism, and Monday one of 
the candidates charged the other in a public 
statement in the newspaper P M with Klan back- 
ing. 

In Boston the American Jewish Congress fight- 
ing against the refusal of the so-called Jewish 
leadership to act in the face of terrorism of the 
worst kind, blew the lid off the tempest by calling 
in the newspaper, 


In New York, public officials have been asked 
by the American Jewish Congress to fight against 
the same activities, 


A few years back incidents like these would 
have struck stark terror in the hearts of every 
American Jew. But this thing has crept up on 
us, and although there is no cause for precipitate 
action, there is definite cause for dismay. 


The point is that as long as there are three or 


LITTLE item in the bulletin of The Free 

Synagogue of New York provides the key to 
the explosion which blew the lid off the 
anti-Semitic agitation in Boston. Writing in 
the Free Synagogue Bulletin, Rabbi J. X. Cohen 
reveals that it was his organization, The Amer- 
can Jewish Congress, which caled in the news- 
paper PM to throw open the festering sore 
which must have been common knowledge to 
all the Jewish leaders of that city. 


When PM broke the story, many Jewish lead- 
ers bewailed the publicity given to the situation. 
They represented the general policy of the groups, 
which always work behind the scenes, although 
the policy of coming right out and calling a Nazi 
a cutthroat has been vindicated time and again 
and again. 


It was the old conflict. The American Jewish 
Congress verusus the Anti-Defamation League 
and the American Jewish Committee. Forthright 
action and self respect as against working be- 
hind the scenes. 


As was expected the Congress wins out again, 


four groups each purporting to be fighting and 
defeating the native anti-Semites, and as long 
as there are incidents such as described above 
which show that neither nor all of these groups 
put together are getting to first base, then these 
groups ought to get together and devise some 
common action. We need a little more emphasis 
on the security of the Jews and a little less on 
the security of the position of their own organi- 
zation. 


At the last writing on this subject, the Anti- 
Defiamation League still was the stumbling block, 
the other three groups each having pledged to 
merge. Many critics of this divisiveness waited 
for the American Jewish Conference in a vain 
hope that this new organization would take over 
in this field, but now with that forlorn wish out 
of the question for the immediate future, we are 
back at the old chaos, 


We have delayed almost a year since the B’nai 
B’rith promised publicly to initate a move to dis- 
cuss the merging, but have our Anti-Semitic 
friends called an intermission too? ‘

although the diehards who quaver every time the 
word Jew is mentioned, even from the pulpit, 
won’t concede the point now anymore than they 
have in connection with the Nazi Boycott. 


And here is what the committee appointed by 
the Governor has to say: 


“Tt is reassuring to us, as Americans, to know 
that many of the forces of democracy in Boston 
are already uniting to deal with this ugly mani- 
festation which has appeared in our midst. Some 
of the Christian leaders in the community have 
indicated by their vigorous statements that they 
will not rest eontent until this problem receives 
the full and adequate treatement by the city and 
the state, and by all of the other civic forces, 
religious and secular, that alone can repress this 
evil.” 


If some Jewish leaders had had their way, then 
the fascists behind these outbreaks would have 
been able to continue their attacks on Jews, grow- 
ing stronger and more bold, while the Jews stayed 
indoors, afraid to walk in the streets as free 
citizens.

Why Jews Forsake God explained by Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise—Israel has no quarrel with such 
of its sons and daughters as forsake God on 
so-called philosophical or metaphysical grounds. 
Israel understands, however, much it regrets, 
the impact of the evolutionary hypothesis upon 
the long-time religious loyalties of people within 
and without Israel. But Israel cannot under- 
stand them that forsake God not because God 
has forsaken us, however terrible our trial and 
bitter our fate in these years, but because life 
easier for them that find it within 
themselves to forsake God. One way of for- 
saking God is to substitute the imperiousness 
of selfish desire for the imperative of the divine 
will. Another lamentable way of forsaking God 
is to substitute lower standards of living for the 
higher standards which religion and the sence 
of the presence of God erect.

Young Disgusted at Disunity in American 
Jewish Life, says Rabbi Bernard Harrison in 
B'nai B’rith Messenger—Why, we are not even 
united on such basic issues as winning the war or 
fighting anti-Semitism. As amazing as it may 
seem, there are still Jews who snipe at our allies, 


at the Four Freedoms, at our Commander-in- 
Chief—all essential concomittants to winning the 
war. There are Jews who won’t unite with other 
Jews to struggle against anti-Semitism. One 
group wants to fight only their way, another 
doesn’t want to fight except under certain con- 
ditions. There are Jews who don’t want to fight 
at all; some who claim anti-Semitism hardly 
exists. 


Is it any wonder that our young people are 
disgusted with adult Jewish life? It’s true that 
among them also is an element of disunity. It’s 
inevitable that they inherit some of this poison. 
But as a whole, I find them indignant at our 
present divisivness, They can’t understand why 
with a fourth of world Jewry entirely liquidated 
in the last five years, we can’t unite now for our 
self-preservation. 


While I was recently teaching a Hebrew class 
at Los Angeles City College I mentioned the well 
known expression “Kol yisroel chaverim”’—“all 
Jews are friends.” A young boy in the class 
with large inoncent eyes immediately looked up 
at me and uttered this profound observation, 
“Wouldn’t it be wonderful, Rabbi, if it were 
true?”

Rabbi Trachtenberg Takes 
Issue With Dr. Wolsey 


To The Editor: 

I appreciate the compliment you 

paid in reprinting excerpts from 
my article on the American Jew- 
jsh Conference on your editorial 
page of Oct. 15. But I should not 
like my criticism of the Confer- 
ence to be confused with that of 
Rabbi Louis Wolsey in the same 
issue. If I was disappointed it was 
because I had hoped the Confer- 
ence might accomplish more than 
it did; his disappointment arises 
from the fact that it accomplish- 
ed anything at all. What I said 
about the lack of democracy was 
prompted by my desire to see more 
of it; he is frightened by the spec- 
ter of democracy rearing on its 
hind quarters and slapping him 
down. 
- Rabbi Wolsey has mistaken his 
bitterness over the adoption of the 
Palestine resolution for an ob- 
jective judgment of the Confer- 
ence. He is entitled to his opinion 
of the wisdom of that action. But 
he has no justification whatsoever 
for declaring that it was the pro- 
duct of a sinister conspiracy, that 
it was effected solely by speil- 
binding oratory, and that it did 
not express the free decision of the 
delegates. This was the one truly 
demotratic act of the Conference, 
for it proceeded directly from the 
will of the delegates, which over- 
rode anti-Zionist opposition on the 
one hand, and Zionist hesitancy on 
the other. Even an anti-Zionist in 
his chagrin at being relegated 
publicly to an infinitesimal mino- 
tity cannot honestly claim that 
the Palestine resolution was foist- 
edupon a befuddled and unwilling 
Cotference. 


Nor is his assertion that the 
Cotference did not represent Am- 
titan Jewry anything else than 
wilful self-delusion. His own pre- 
seice as a delegate should have 
petsuaded him of his error. He 
surely cannot believe that a really 
representative election requires 
the participation of infants in 
their cradles. Yet what else is one 
to make of his contention that 
sine only half the Jews of Am- 
trita—the entire adult population, 
that is—were directly or indirectly 
involved in the balloting, the Con- 
ference was not fully representa- 
tive? It just doesn’t make sense— 
ind I can’t believe that it was 
meant seriously. What proportion 
of Americans participate in a na- 
tional election ? 


“Totalitarianism” is a danger- 
8 word for a Jew to fling loosely 
tt his people. What disvleases 
Rabbi Wolsev is not by definition 
totalitarian. The statement of the 
American Council for Judaism was 
‘cheap trick, whatever the “Chris- 
tah Century” may think of the 
tftsal of the Conference to tole- 
nite it. Even to Rabbi Wolsey the 
®inion of his fellow-Jews might 
“tty more weight. His expressed 
tal for democracy doesn’t quite 
ally with his insulting dismissal 
the judement of the Conference. 
The Conference aceomplished its 
Mediate aims; beyond that it 
ms far from satisfying. But Rab- 
Wolsey’: judgment is strongly 








biased. He would like a more de- 
mocratic and more effective Con- 
ference less than this one.

I was 
in town (in Sicily) for Rosh Ha 
Shonah services. We had a very 
large crowd.

I 
have seen and been in a lot of 
places since entering the army, and 
I wouldn’t sell it for all the money 
in the world. I’ve seen historic 
places that I studied about in his- 
tory, and those places date way 
back.

Would Have Indiana 
Outlaw Anti-Semitism 


To the Editor: 


In spite of the fact that Massa- 
chusetts has always had the repu- 
tation of being a “blue-nose” and 
witchcraft state, the fact remains 
that Massachusetts recently be- 
came one of the first states in the 
United States to enact legislation 
penalizing the libel of groups of 
persons. This law, now in effect, 
provides that “whoever publishes 
any false written or printed mate- 
riaal with the intent to maliciously 


¢ promote hatred of any group of 


persons in the gommonwealth shall 
be guilty of libel,” and the penalty 
for the commission of such crime 
shall be $1,000 fine and one year’s 
imprisonment. 

For many years I have main- 
tained that anti-Semitism, as it is 
practiced in the United States, is 
per-se criminal. After all, anti- 
Semitism takes the form primarily 
of speeches directed against the 
Jews as a people, and pamphlets of 
the same type. There is the con- 
tention that you cannot. stop 
this type of anti-Semitism, because 
the right of free speech would 
otherwise be destroyed, It is con- 
tended that, no matter who it is, 
the right of free speech should not 
be curbed at any time. 

However, throughout the history 
of our courts, it has been held that 
the right of free speech is not an 
absolute right to be exercised by 
a person without limit to refer to 
the correlative rights of others. 
and that the right of free speech 
is abused when such speech in- 
juries and prevents other citi- 
zens from obtaining the benefits 
given to them under the Consti- 
tution. 

I insist, as I have always insist- 
ed, that the activities of our anti- 
Semitics in the United States are 
a plot to destroy the rights, the 
benefits and the privileges of mem- 
bers of the Jewish faith in the 
United States as is guaranteed to 
them by the Constitution, and to 
go a little bit further, is also a 
p'ot, a conspiracy, if you will, to 
destroy our form of government 
and to substitute a government of 
Fascism. 

I earnestly believe that a move- 
ment should be started now in the 
State of Indiana to induce our next 
session of the Indiana legislature 
to enact a law similar to the Mas- 
sachusetts law thus proving to the 
world that the State of Indiana 


wants to get rid of un-American... 


activities, and what is anti-Semi- 
tism but un-American? No organi- 
zation or group of organizations 
should shirk any responsibility in 
fostering vigorous anti-anti-Se- 
mitice legislation. , f

COMMUNITY TO EMPLOY RABBIS, 
SUGGESTION IN MAGAZINE 


Special 

NEW YORK—A suggestion that 
organized Jewish communities 
take over the support and conduct 
of congregations is made by Dr. 
Ira Rosenstein in an article in the 
current issue of The Reconstruc- 
tionist, in which he makes this as 
the cardinal suggestion to over- 
come the broadening secularization 
of Jewish life. 

Under Dr. Rosenstein’s plan, the 
community or kehillah would em- 
ploy the rabbis, who would then 


minister to the community as a 
whole instead of individual congre- 
gations, although they would as; 
cupy pulpits in these congrega- 
tions, accordidng to their religious 
beliefs. 

Dr. Rosenstein also would place 
“officials with rabbinic training . . . 
in charge of other communal ac- 
tivities conducted by the kehillah, 
so that they may be carried on in 
the spirit of religion and for the 
creative survival of the Jewish 
people.” 


Committee an issue in each of the 
local Jewish communities. 


The situation may become 
even more aggravated should the 
Jewish Labor Committee follow 
the example of the American Jew- 
ish Committee and also withdraw 
from American Jewish Conference.

Meanwhile, the fight between 
the American Jewish Committee 
and the American Jewish Confer- 
ence is attracting unprecedented 
attention in non-Jewish circles. .. . 
One can say that the full-page 
advertisements in the metropolitan 
press by certain Jewish organiza- 
tions have not attracted as much 
attention among’ non-Jews as the 
publicity given to the present in- 
ternal Jewish strife.

During the showing of a film 
at another theater in Amsterdam, 
a ship’s bow bearing the name of 
Orange appcared for a fleeting mo- 
ment. As one man, the audience 
rose to sing the national anthem, 
“Wilhelmus.” The house lights 
went up, and a flustered manager 
implored the audience to be quiet. 
The picture resumed, but through 
an “error” of the projectionist, the 
ship’s bow again appeared. For the

Why should the world give us bases until it knows whether we 
intend to use them as part of a system of world security? If we stay

they will need to do it from? Why should they have to do more 


with less? 
The Powerful Pout 

But we still have the feeling that we pack a powerful pout. That 
if the chinny-chin-chins of enough American isolationists tremble, the 
world will hasten to surrender its island bases, merely to avoid a fuss. 


Sweetheart, it’s a real world. It doesn’t mind your crying. Go 
ahead and bawl. In view of recent manifestations, such as the 
anti-English and anti-Russian anecdotes brought back by some of 
the five traveling Senators, the leaders of the other great states 
of this world would be idiots if they were not preparing alternate 
plans for achieving collective security without us, should we decide 
not to join them. In which case, they won’t be giving bases away. 

Actually, the asperity of the anti-English utterances by those 
Americans who demand island bases makes it impossible for Eng- 
land to turn them over. What, give bases to us because we don’t 
like England? Dear, don’t be a fool. That’s not how you get things. 


Marriage Is Even Better 

Whereas, on the other hand, if some of those who are now kick- 
ing Britain in the face were working hard to promote friendship 
with her instead, it would be much easier to get those bases. What’s 
more, we would have less itch to own them. After all, it is better 
for our security to have all of Britain on our side than to possess 
some of her smaller islands. In other words, dearie, if you play 
your cards right, you can marry the man. 

And it is specifically those who are making the biggest racket 
about preserving American sovereignty who want sovereignty over 
British, Dutch and other territory. You just can’t carry on that way, 
sweet. The man must think you are out of your mind. 

It’s a Hard World, Dear 

So your want a nice present for going home! And you think that 
story will make an appeal to a party which faced the entire Luftwaffe 
alone for eighteen months, and then chased Rommel 1500 miles. Darling, 
this no yokel you’re working on. 

It’s a hard world, dear, and it has been learning its way around. 
If the planet is going to be divided into two parts, one engaged in 
collective security, and the other not, the part which is engaged in 
collective security is going to want to be as big and strong as possible. 
And it won’t help you to try to wheedle those bases away by fingering 
one of Britain’s vest buttons and promising softly to take her shipping 
trade from her when the war is over. What you don’t know about 
tactics, baby! I’ll bet England could write a book.

id AN Orthodox synagogue on Yom Kippur my 

mind should have been altogether on the holy 
implications of the occasion, Certainly, my sins 
of commission and ommission are not so few that 
I could, on that day, afford to let my mind wan- 
der far from its Yom Kippur duties. 

If I gave here a listing of my sinning, I should 
not only embarrass myself among the readers, 
some of whom, in correspondence, have set me 
among the saints. (Yet others have ascribed to 
me the characteristics of the serpent; that ser- 
pent which tempted Eve to her downfall in the 
Garden of Eden). 

My poor mind did stray, nevertheless, on that 
holy day in the synagogue and before I could 
bring it back to the sacred things it had gone 
far on anthropological researches. 

It had, indeed, been studying the faces of 
members of the congregation with a special eye 
on the anthropology of Jews. It had been 
troubled as to whether we are a race or religion 
or both, though Mr. Hitler had definitely said we 
are a race and had offered to the world a facial 
type and said, “This is a Jew.” 

Here where we were completely. surrounded by 
Jews, mostly of East European birth, it seemed 
to my mind was the place to study the matter. 

(Oh, may my perverse mind be forgiven for 
running away with secular thoughts in the holy 
hour.) 

It made the point that if Jews are a race there 
should be in them facial characteristics common 
to all of them. There should be what is called a 
type that can be identified at once as Jewish. 
This type, if there is one, should be all around 
us in this synagogue. Let us, then, look about 
us, my vagrant mind urged. 

_ It directed my attention to the gentleman who 
sat beside me. He was at the moment deep in 
his machzir; his head was covered by the talith; 
yet there was enough of his face visible to afford 
a study of its main characteristics. 

“Just look at his stubby nose and the long un- 
derlip, the florid face. Suppose we removed the 
talith from his head and took his person from 
the surroundings of this synagogue. Then to 
what group might you say he belonged”? 

Well, I replied, I might say he was Irish. 
(Certainly, this man was not the type that the 
race-conscious Nazis picture as “Jewish and that 
we ourselves associate with Jewish identity. 

“He might, in fact, be Riley, that policeman 
at Sixth and Vine,” my errant mind continued 
with no attention at all to the holy matters of 
the Yom Kippur ritual. “You could say he’s a 
dead ringer for Riley.” 

Despite its vagrant ways my mind is not of 
the kind that is content to make a case our of one 
exhibit. It looked around the spacious auditorium 
with the purpose of discovering one face of 
which it could be said it was distinctly a Jewish 
face, in accordance with the Jewish “type” of 
tradition. 

“Do you see even one so-called Jewish face”? 
it inquired. “That is, a face of which it may be 
said that it is exclusively a Jewish face.” 

I had to confess that it seemed there were all 
kinds of faces among Jews. There was something 


Mongolian in the countenance of the gentleman 
who had just taken a seat on the altar. Those 
high cheek-bones. The faintest trace of a slant 
in his eyes. 

“Slav influence,” my mind guessed, and pointed 
to another man who was entirely wrapped in his 
talith. He stood on the altar and his face was 
exposed to our gaze. .. “What might he be if we 
didn’t see him here in the full panoply of the 
talith in the synagogue?” 

Well, yes, I used to know a man who looked 
a great deal] like him. The same massive build, 
the same heavy, round face. He was a German 
priest, a Franciscan. Sure, this man deep in the 
talith looks like that Franciscan who, as I re- 
member, served a good wine. He wore the brown 
habit of his monastic order with the collar loose 
at the throat. If I removed his brown robe and 
wrapped him in the other man’s talith, or vice 
versa, who could guess who’s who—who the 
pious Jew and who the German priest? 

I myself was for returning to the sacred things 
of the service, but my runaway mind kept drag- 
ging me away on further researches. . . “Raci- 
ally,” it went on to say, “we seem to be all 
kinds. Look at that boy in the bright, new 
talith. His name, as I happen to know, is Kant- 
rowitz but, to judge by his looks, he might be 
Blair or Hollingsworth, Dinwiddie or Mont- 
gomery. He is any American boy.” 

Men were passing us this way and that in the 
perpetual motion that is of synagogues on Yom 
Kippur and we looked at every face. It might 
have been a procession of men of all breeds. This 
little fellow was a replica of a man I know: he 
looked so much like Ledyard Jones who spits 
tobacco so accurately. 

And that flat nose—why, it was like Barbour’s 
nose, the same Barbour who is prominent among 
the Baptists. That long, sharp nose that was 
almost covered by the Talith: I had seen its 
like somewhere before. To be sure it looked like 
a brother of the long, sharp nose of Willoughby 
who was so prominent in the evangelistic cam- 
paign in our town. 

“Not a typed Jew in the whole synagogue,” my 
mind observed. 

But look at that one, I remarked. He was 
coming up the aisle. He was short and squat 
and his nose was of the type associated with 
being Jewish. Here was one, all right.

My inquiring and insistant mind argued the 
matter: “Yes, he’s one, but consider him. He 
might be Italian, a Spaniard or a Turk as well. 
You certainly know some Italians who look like 
him.” 

The upshot of this excursion from the things 
of the synagogue was that I came to the con- 
clusion that not by race but only by religion are 
we a people. We have in common this history 
and this faith. I brought my mind back to its 
sacred duties which at the moment had to do 
with confession of my sins which I took up with 
great, good will. If you doubt my conclusions 
in the matter of Jewish faces, I suggest that 
you yourself look around among the faces next 
time you are in a synagogue.
